The Egyptian leader claimed 
Assad threatened at the Arab 
summit conference in Baghdad 
last November to “take the strug- 
gle : to the bedrooms” of other 
Arab leaders if they refrained 
from opposing the Egyptian - 
Israeli peace treaty. 

Turning to the PLO, Sadat said 
the organization was made up of 
“twenty bickering groups that 
have been accusing each other of 
treason.” 

Therefore, he said, he will not 
let the fate of the West Bank and 
Gaza fall into the hands of “these 
people.” 

“The West Bank and Gaza do 
not belong to the PLO. They 
belong to us and to the rest of the 
Arab nation,” Sadat said. 

“The PLO does not need a cer- 
tification from Sadat to prove its 
tight to leading the Palestinian 
people," said a PLO statement. 

“ West Bankers, Gazans and other 
Palesti n i an s in diaspora have 
demonstrated their allegiance to 
tile PLO by heroic deeds and mar- 
tyrdom.” 

The statement promised to 
“continue armed and diplomatic 
struggle against Sadat' s new allies, 
the Israeli Zionists, to terminate 
their occupation of Palestinian 


sofl” 

Israel occupied the West Bank 
and Gaza in 1967. The PLO 
statement accused Sadat of “seek- 
ing to sell both Palestinian reg- 
ions, including the Arab sector of 
Jerusalem, to Israel for a handful 
of dollars." 

Lebanon, which hosts the bulk 
of Palestinian commandos said 
through its state radio “Sadat has 
buret his bridges with the whole 
Arab world” by his May Day 
speech. 

Libya also reacted strongly to 
Sadat's speech accusing the Egyp- 
tian president of treachery to the 
Arab cause. The official 
Jamahiriyah News Agency (Jana) 
said Sadat had shown ingratitude 
for all the help received from 
other Arab states. 

Jana said in a commentary that 
states like Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
the United Arab Emirates and 
Libya had given assistance to 
Sadat because “be claimed he 
would launch a war to liberate the 
occupied lands and defend the 
national cause." 

Instead he had formed “a 
strategic alliance with the enemy 
and America and challenges the 
Arab nation,” it added.

Pressure on OPEC 

In New York, meanwhile, trad- 
ers said that the price of crude ofl 
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on the spot market is rising, put- 
ting further pressure on OPEC to 
raise its official price for oil pur- 
chased under long-term contracts. 

Sources said that prices are ris- 
ing because the supply of ofl avail- 
able on the spot market is very 
tight. 

Traders said that oil companies 
are allocating oil so carefully to 
customers that little oil is available 
for sale on a spot basis. In addi- 
tion, they say, the failure of Iran to 
bring production back to pre- 
revolution levels and Saudi 
Arabia’ s move to cut back produc- 
tion slightly are continhiing the 
tightness in supply. 

Prices on the spot market 
leveled off at about the $ 20 a bar- 
rel in April after OPEC raised its 
basic price to$ 14 34 a barrel and 
allowed members to tack on sur- 
charges that so for have amounted 
to between $ 1.20 and $ 4 a barrel. 
During the height of the Iranian 
revolution, when supplies were 
very tight, some spot cargos sold 
as high as $ 31 a barrel. 

Traders say -Nigerian Bonny 
Light, one of the best grades of 
crude, is now selling for nearly $ 
25 a barrel after holding firm ai S 
24 a barrel for several weeks. A 
good grade of Libyan crude is up 
to $ 24 a barrel from $ 23.50 a few 
days ago. 

OPECs price increase last 
month was inspired in part by the 
high prices being paid on the spot 
market. OPEC members felt, 
analysts said, that the market was 
absorbing the high spot prices well 
and could thus stand a higher 
price. 


Numeiri 
envoy 
to visit 
Libya , 
Algeria 

KHARTOUM, May 2.( AP) • 
Sudan's vice president is 
scheduled to begin a tour on Fri- 
day of Libya and Algeria. 

The announcement Tuesday 
night by Sudan's official news 
agency followed a statement by 
Kuwaiti Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Sabah AJ-Ahmad Ai- Sabah ear- 
lier in the day that Sudan had dis- 
associated itself from the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty. 

Sudanese President Jaafar 
Numeiri has been President 
Anwar Sadafs strongest suppor- 
ter and Sudan is one of only four 
Arab countries that have not 
severed diplomatic ties with Egypt 
in protest against the treaty. 

The news agency said Vice Pres- 
ident Rashid al-Taher will cany a 
handwritten message from 
Numeiri to Libyan leader Moam- 
rnar Qaddafi. His three-day tour is 
the first ministerial-level visit 
since Libya was accused of back- 
ing a 1976 coup attempt against 
Numeiri. 

Taher is scheduled to deliver a 
similar message to Algerian Presi- 
dent Chadli Bejedid before going 
on to Morocco to discuss the peace 
treaty and other Middle Fast 
issues at the Islamic foreign minis- 
ters conference, scheduled for 
May 7-12 in Fez. 

The news agency said Taher 
would visit Libya at the invitation 
of the Qaddafi goverpmen| 1 to dis- 
cuss “bilateral relations a no issue/ 
of common interest.** No_other 
details were given.

The 60- year-old religious and 
revolutionary leader, a close con- 
federate of Ayatollah Khomeini, 
was shot in the head by uniden- 
tified gunmen as he left the home 
of a prime ministerial aide in east 
Tehran late Tuesday night. 

A note found near the fatally 
wounded man said the little 
known Forqan organization was 
responsible. The group projects 
the image of a fundamen talis t 
religious guerrilla movement but 
its background is unknown. 

The group's first armed action 
was the assassination last month of 
Maj. Gen. M uhamma d Vali Gha- 
rani, the first chief of staff of Iran’s 
revolutionaiy armed forces. 

An anonymous caller cl aiming 
to be a spokesman for Forqan 
said:" These are the first steps in 
consolidating our situation in sup- 
port of our ideals." The caller 
listed four senior government offi- 
cials as future potential victims. 

Ayatollah Motaharf s obituary 
in the evening newspaper 
“Etela'at” described him as head 
of the Revolutionary Council. 
This could not be confirmed offi- 
cially as membership of the ruling 
body is not published. The official 
Pars news agency referred to him 
as a member of the counriL 
Motahari was boro in Kborasan 
province near the northeastern 
, of Mashhad. The son of a 
religic,.* riUer, he -studied ifceof-. 
ogy in Mashhad and later studied 
philosophy in the holy chy of 
Qom. 

He later became a philosophy 
professor at Tehran University. 
His books on Islamic philosophy 
include “Reasons for Inclination 


Toward Materialism" and “The 
Question of the. Vefi.” 

In a broadcast address following 
the assassination. Ayatollah 
Khomeini said: “Terrorism can- 
not destroy the Islamic character 
of Islamic Iran. On the contrary it 
further strengthens our struggle 
against corruption, dictatorship 
and imperialism.” 

A commentary by the official 
“Voice of the Islamic Revolution" 
radio said the revolution 
t h rea t ened “Iran's international 
exploiters." 

“These sworn enemies will 
spare no time in creating disrup- 
tion and in leading the course of 
the revolution astray. They want 
to replace a peaceful situation by 
one of assassinations by their 
internal agents,” the commentary 
said. 

The assassination ' provoked 
spontaneous demonstrations 
throughout the provinces of Iran 
and students in Tehran boycotted 
classes. Shops and schools dosed 
in a number of provincial capitals. 

The government declared a day 
of national mourning for Thurs- 
day when Ayatollah Motaharf s 
body will be taken from Tehran 
University for burial at the holy 
city of Qom, 133 kms south of the

U.K. race seen almost even 
as voters head to polls today 


LONDON, May 2 (R) — Bri- 
tain’s genera] election campaign 
wound up in a mood of tense 
uncertainty Wednesday with no 
sure winner to Thursday’s voting. 

The right-wing Conservative 
Party’s early lead in opinion polls 
has shrunk away and the earnest, 
sometimes dull, campaign beaded 
for an exciting climax. 

Conservative leader Margaret 
Thatcher — who two weeks ago 
seemed near-certain to become 
Europe’s first woman prime 
minister — insisted Wednesday 
she would still defeat the ruling 
Labor Party. 

She told her final campai gn 
press conference that all informa- 
tion reaching her headquarters 
pointed to her taking over at 10 
Downing Street She spoke of 
“ very considerable ground for 
cautious optimism. " 

Prime Minister James Cal- 
laghan, buoyed by his personal 
success in reviving the flagging 
Labor Party, told reporters his 
minority government had per- 
formed wonderfully. “ Now I ask 
for a majority Labor govern- 
ment,” he added. 

An opinion poll in Tuesday’s 
“ Daily Mai] ” gave Labor a tiny, 
0.7 per cent lead over the Conser- 
vatives — the first time any of the 
numerous surveys have put the 
party ahead. 

It fuelled speculation that Bri- 
tain might again have a “ hung 
parliament" without either party 
securing a dear majority. The two 
previous elections, both in 1974, 


resulted in Labor getting more 
seats but failing to establish a solid 
parliamentary power base. 

The third- ran king Liberal 
Party, whose s tanding has reco- 
vered in the latest polls, Wednes- 
day predicted it would hold the 
balance of power after the vote. 

Liberal leader David Steel said 
he would be prepared to work 
with eigher Labor or the Conser- 
vatives. Both Callaghan and Mrs. 
Thatcher have said Britain would 
benefit from strong one-party 
rale. 

Mrs. Thatcher, pledging she 
would launch a head-on fight 
against socialism, appealed to 
undecided voters not to swing 
behind the Liberals or other 
minority parties. 

Composed and cheerful, she 
reiterated the position she has 
hammered home for the past five 


weeks : Britain is becoming too 
dependent on the state and must 
rekindle free enterprise and indi- 
vidualism. 

Callaghan, speaking from his 
constituency in the Welsh capital 
of Cardiff, told the record electo- 
rate of 41.5 million that “ if you 
vote Conservative you would vote 
for change with chaos. " 

V If you vote for Labor yon will 
vote for change which will be con- 
trolled. " 

For the first time in the cam- 
paign he had deputy labor leader 
Michael Foot, a left-winger, by his 
side. The conservatives have 1 
accused the prime minister of 
keeping the leftists out of sight for 
fear of scaring away voters.

Kingdom may get iceberg water next year

JEDDAH, May 2 — Early next 
year Prince Mohammad AJ-Faisai 
will be ready to supply water from 
icebergs- towed from the Antarctic 
to consumers in the Kingdom and 
other arid lands* 

He said in an interview that 
experts would submit' reports on 
exploiting icebergs to a meeting in 
December in Cambridge, and 
after that “we will go into con- 
tracts.” 

Scientists from the United 
States, Europe, Egypt and Leba- 
non working for Prince Muham- 
mad's research firm IFF have 
apparently agreed that the ven- 
ture is practical He has set up a 
company. Iceberg Transport 
International, to handle carrying. 

Antarctica, he said, is like the 
high seas, an open region that any 
state can exploit. It holds 90 per 
cent of the fresh water on Earth, 
and when the world is threatened 
by a shortage of water, drought 
and pollution, icebergs make a 
more than practical source of 
water. 

The technical problems 
involved in transporting icebergs 
so for have been resolved. A 
medium-sized block of ice, weigh- 
ing several tons, has a draught of 



Saudi Arabia would need over 
four billion tons of water a year by 
the year 2000, while production 
from the usual sources is expected 
then to be running at one billion 
tons a year. 

The cost of other possible 
me ans of satisfying tha t demand, 
in infrastructure, labor and tech- 
nology “dwarfts even the budget 
of Saudi Arabia.” 

Fully exploited, his iceberg pro- 
ject could eventually produce a 
flow of fresh water equivalent to 
22 times that of the Nile. 

Prince Muhammad estimates 
the cost of research and towing the 
iceberg to an arid conntry at SI 00 
million, bat if it were sold at the 
international average price of 50 
bents a ton, be could be earning 
about $30 minion a year.

Two to fight Gaye for leadership of OIC

JEDDAH, May 2 — A former 
president of Bangladesh and a 
former foreign minister of Tunisia 
are to contest the post of 
secretary-general of the Organiza- 
tion of the Islamic Conference, 
possibly standing against Amadou 
Karim Gaye, the present holder of 
the post. 

Bangladesh Ambassador 
Humayun Rashid Choudhury said 
Wednesday that Justice Abu Said 
Choudhury of his country and 
Habib Chatty of Tunisia would 
run' in the voting at the Islamic 
Foreign Ministers’ Conference in 
Morocco next week. 

Dr. Gaye is reported willing to 
stand, but his taking on another 
term would involve the amend- 
ment of the QIC's charter, as be 


has already served his maximum 
two years. 

Choudhury was the first presi- 
dent of Bangladesh, serving from 
1972 to 1975. Trained as a barris- 
ter in England, he has been a jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of 
Bangladesh and foreign minister. 
He is 58. 

Chatti, 63, is a former journal- 
ist. He served as Tunisian foreign 
minister from 1974 to 1977. He 
was interned for three years 
before independence by the 
French, for pan of that time in the 
same camp as President Bour- 
guiba. 

He has been his country's 
ambassador to London, Tehran, 
Damascus, Beirut, Baghdad, 
Ankara, Rabat and Algiers, and a 
member of the Tunisian delega- 
tion to the United Nations 


entrusted with the issue of decol- 
onization and the Palestine ques- 
tion. 


Dr. Gaye leaves for Fez, Thurs- 
day for the foreign ministers con- 
ference opening there May 8. 

The five-day conference will be 
preceded. May 5-7, by a meeting 
of High officials of the organiza- 
tion’s 42 member states. 

The work of the conference will 
be given to four committees: one 
for political and information 
affairs, one for economic and 
social affairs, one for cultural and 
Islamic affairs, and one for 
administrative and financial 
affairs. 

Before tackling the political 
problems, the conference is to 
amend the OIC charter to extend 
to four years the mandate of the 
secretary general, after winch it 


will elect the new secretary gen- 
eral. 

It will thdn be briefed by Dr. 
Gaye on the General Secretariat’s 
following up the resolutions of the 
Ninth Islamic Conference held in 
Dakar last year. 

The Middle East and Palesti- 
nian problems, and the issue of 
Egypt’s possible suspension from 
the Conference, will top the 
agenda. 

The conference will also discuss 
a proposal by the PLO that 
August 21 each year (the date of 
the arson of Al-Aqsa Mosque) be 
observed as “Solidarity Day with 
the Struggle of the People of. 
Palestine.” 

Other topics include Israel's' 
transfer of embassies and dip- 
lomatic representations from Tel ; 
Aviv to Jerusalem and the

issuance of a Palestine Stamp. 

The OIC was set up by the first | 
Islamic Summit Conference held 
in Rabat in 1 969, in which the late 
King Faisal played a prominent | 
role. 

The decision to establish the 
OIC was partly motivated by the 
consternation and shock through- 
out the Islamic world from the fire 
of Al-Aqsa mosque, in Jerusalem, 
Islam's third holiest shrine.'

PARIS, May 2 (AP) — The 
provisional government in Chad, 
formed in March to end months of 
factional violence in foat central 
African nation, has turned over 
power to a new chief of state, the 
Sudanese news agency SUNA 
reported from the Chadian capital^ 
of N’ Djamena. 

. The report said Col. Muham- 
mad Shawwa, a 39-year-old offi- 
cial in Chad's SodaJ Security 
Department, took the oath of 
office Monday night at cere- 
monies in N’Djamena. 

It was administered by 
Goukomu Oueddei, leader of the 
Chad National Liberation Front 
who has served as provisional 
chief of state since a peace agree- 
ment was readied in March in 
Kano, Nigeria. 

Shawwa formed a new 20- 
member government, according 
to SUNA, to prepare for free elee- 
ti ons for a national assembly 
within one year. 

Oueddei becomes minister of 
the interior and Hissen Habre, the 
former rebel leader and then pre- 
mier, takes the defense ministry. 
A Frolinat spokesman said he 
believed the government has a 
good chance of survival because 
all factions represented were 
united in opposition to Libyan 
incursions into northern Chad. 

The government is comprised of 
seven Christians and three Mus- 
lims from southern Chad, and 10 
northerners from various factions 
of the Frolinat Liberation Move- 
ment 

Chad has an estimated 4.S mil- 
lion inhabitants, of whom about 
half are black Christians and anim- 
ist farmers concentrated in the 
southern part of the country. The 
remainder are mostly Muslims in 
the north. 

'Hie government in N'Djamena 


has been under control of the 
southern leaders since the end of 
French rule in 1960.Nuraerous 
factions in foe north have been 
fighting since independence to 
wrest control of the government 
and have taken over most of the 
country. 

Nearly all of foe rebel factions 
and President Felix Malloum 
agreed at the peace conference on 
a new government of national 
unity. Malloum resigned and was 
replaced temporarily by Oueddei. 

Shawwa never fought with any 
of the rebel groups and only 
recently. When fighting broke out 
in the capital in February between 
Malloum’ s regular troops and foe 
rebel array of the north of Prime . 
Minister Hissen Habre, Shawwa 
was working in the Social Security 
Department and studying at 
N* Djamena University. 

Shawwa was bom June IS, 
1939, at *Mao, about 75 miles 
northeast of Lake Chad. From

j Vice President of the new transi- 
tional government is Gen. Djogo 
who was appointed chief of staff of 
the armed forces in February. 

Djogo was born Feb. 2, 1932 in

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Ex-official may have lied 
about lost U.S. atom fuel 




WASHINGTON. May 2 ( AP) 
— A former high-ranking energy 
official may have purposely misled 
the U.S. Congress in ‘1 977 about 
the disappearance of bomb-grade 
uranium from a Pennsylvania 
plant, the Energy Department's 
inspector general has charged. 

Ln a report released this week, 
the department said Robert Fri, 
former acting administrator of the 
Energy Research and Develop- 
ment Administration, gave false 
testimony when he said he was 
unaware’ that a federal agency- 
suspected the atomic fuel was sto- 
len. 

The Justice Department, which 
reviewed the report, concluded 
that it contains insufficient evi- 
dence to support the inspector 
generaT s conclusion that Fri may 
have made false statements. 

Fri, now an energy consultant in 
the private sector, denies the 


report's allegations. 

"We went to a great deal of 
trouble to make sure the tes- 
timony was accurate and it is accu- 
rate," he said by telephone. “The 
Justice Department has found 
insufficient evidence to support 
the conclusion and I consider the 
matter dosed.’’ 

The Energy Department find- 
ings are based on a probe con- 
ducted after Fit's August 1977* 
testimony before the House Sub- 
committee on Energy and Power. 

“We found facts showing that 
(Fri) may have made intentionally 
inaccurate statements about his 
knowledge of a U.S. intelligence 
agency's views on the alleged 
diversion of special nuclear mater- 
ial." said the 10-page report, pre- 
pared by Deputy Inspector Gen- 
eral Thomas Williamson.

NRC exaggerated risk 
of blast at atomic plant 


•WASHINGTON. May 2 (AP) 

— A U.S. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission official said Tuesday 
the agency was wrong when it 
reported a risk of explosion in the 
hydrogen bubble that formed 
inside the stricken Three Mile 
Island nuclear reactor a month 
ago. 

Roger Mattson, director of the 
NRC Division of Systems Safety, 
said technidans did not realize for 
36 hours that the clanger was not 
present. 

\‘The amount of concern was 
enfirely undeserved. There never 
any danger of a hydrogen 
explosion in that bubble," Matt- 
son said. “It was a regrettable 
error" 

JOn March 31, three days after 
ttife plant's Unit 2 suffered a 
severely damaging accident, NRC 
spokesman Frank Ingram said 
that oxygen appeared to be mixing 
with the hydrogen of a bubble 
inside the sealed reactor vessel. 

- Ingram said this posed the pos- 
sibility of an eventual explosion 
which could blow the reactor open 
asfd shatter its radioactive fae!, 
rising the risk of large release of 
Kplioactiviry to the surrounding 
Sjimtrvside. 


Transcripts released later show 
that the five-member NRC was so 
concerned about this apparent 
threat that h stayed in session all 
that day, waiting for technical 
analysis and wondering whether 
to advise a precautionary evacua- 
tion of the Harrisburg, Pennsyl- 
vania, area, where the plant was 
located. 

The commissioners broke up 
the long session only after receiv- 
ing estimates — which it relayed to 
Pennsylvania governor Dick 
Thornburgh — that no hydrogen 
explosion was likely at least for a 
few days. 

In fact, Mattson told a subcom- 
mittee of the advisory committee 
on reactor safeguards Tuesday, 
the NRC staff had asked 
laboratories around the nation to 
figure out the wrong chemical 
question. 

In a later interview, Mattson 
said the real question was whether 
free oxygen, needed before there 
could be an explosion, would in 
fact be produced by radiation act- 
ing on water in the reactor, in the 
presence of pressurized hydrogen. 
The answer was no.

ZION, BL, May 2 (R) - The 
second reported accident at an 
American nuclear power plant in a 
month has allowed radioactive gas 
to escape into air and released 700 
tons of radioactive water within 
the plant, the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission (NRC) said Tuesday. 

But the NRC stressed that 
Monday’s accident, at a plant on 
the shores of Lake Michigan, 40 
miles from Chicago, was in no way 
similar to the near-disaster at 
Three Mile Island, Pennsylvania, 
March 28, when there was a par- 
tial melting of the nuclear core. 

NRC offi cials said the amount 
of radioactivity released through 
the building's ventilation system, 
was small.

PARIS. May 2 ( R) — A series 
of bomb explosions shook the 
French capital early Wednesday. 

The blasts caused heavy dam- 
age but no casualties, police said. 
An anonymous caller telephoned 
a French news agency and said the 
attacks had been made by a 
hitherto unknown revolutionary 
movement, the Coordination for 
Revolutionary Action (CAR). 

Police said the explosions bet- 
ween midnight and 1 a.m. severely 
damaged two police stations, a 
bank, a finance ministry office, a 
state- run employment agency, a 
garage and an electricity branch 
office. 

The police stations were dosed 
for the night when the blasts 
occurred. 

Damage to the finance ministry 
office was particularly heavy. 
Dozens of windows in nearby 
buildings were broken. 

The anonymous caller said the 
attacks were “ against racism, fasc- 
ism and sexism which provoke 
miseries and unemployment." 


The attacks followed a series of 
incidents Tuesday night after a 
May Day rally by thousands of 
trade unionists. 

As the rally was ending gunmen 
fired several shots from a passing 
car at the Employers' National 
Organization building in Western 
Paris. Nobodv was injured.

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AF) 
— President Jimmy Carter is 
proposing that under a new char- 
ter for United States intelligence 
agencies, covert operations would 
be reported to the Congress and 
any . major operations would 
require presidential approval. 
Carter’s chief spokesman said’ 
Tuesday. 

White House Press Secretary 
Jody Powell said the Carter 
administration and Congress, 
where new charter legislation 
foiled to gain approval last year, 
were working ob their differences 
before a new bill. is introduced. 

“We are attempting to build a 
genuine consensus of what is 
necessary to protect the rights of 
individual Americans on the one 
hand and also what is necessary to 
protect the, security of Americans 
on the other," Powell said. 

“I can . assure you on the presi- 


dents behalf that none of the 
kinds of activities that have raised 
questions in the past will be 
allowed to take place without the 
president’ s personal review,” he 
said. 

Such activities, including assas- 
sination plots and spying on U.S. 
citizens, were a frequent target of 
Cartel* s presidential campaign 
speeches in 1975 and 1976. 

Spencer Davis, a spokesman for 
the Senate Intelligence Commit- 
tee, said the committee and Car- 
ter's representatives “still have a 
way to go” before a consensus is 
reached, “but we expect to reach 
it" 

Powell said Carter was con- 
cerned that it was “essential to 
reform the law to strengthen the 
protection of Americans’ rights ... 
and to streamline the law to make 
the legitimate activities of our 
intelligence agencies more effec- 


Soviet dissidents united 
behind wire fence in U.S. 


CAVENDISH, VT. May 2 (AF) 
— Alexander Solzhenitsyn and 
Alexander Ginzburg, Soviet dissi- 
dents whose fight for h uman right* 
led to imprisonment, are once 
again behind a wire fence. But 
now the. gate provides a welcome 
seclusion for the two exiles, reun- 
ited after five years of separation. 

Gmzbnrg arrived late Tuesday 
at Solzhenitsyn's fenced-in com- 
pound in Cavendish, where the 
Nobel Prize-winning author has 
lived as a near-recluse since com- 
ing to the United States in 1976: 

Ginzburg- was greeted by Sol- 
zhenitsyn's wife, Natalya, at the 
tall gate of wire mesh strung on a 
heavy frame leading to the 51- 
acre southeastern Vermont estate. 

The two embraced, and Mrs. 
Soizhenistyn told Ginzburg that 
he and his family, who are 
expected to join Ginzburg soon, 
shook! “think of this as if it were 
your home." 

Ginzburg, who was released last 
week from a Soviet prison, looked 
gaunt and pale after a day of inter- 
views in New York City and the 
long drive to Vermont 

But he bounded out of the car 
before it tad stopped rolling to 
throw his arms around Mrs. Sol- 
zhenitsyn, her mother and SoK 
.zhenitsyrfs ? 18-year-old son, 
Dxjzeuxl . 

Sohhenxtsyfi, who is rarely seen 
by the 1,260 residents here, (fid 
not come to the gate to welcome 
his guest. 

MrsJ : Solzhenitsyn, speaking 
through a Translator, said that 


Ginzburg was “very, very tired 
and very much in need of rest.” 

The 42-year-old Soviet physi- 
cist is suffering from an ulcer that 
he said Monday was “aggravated 
extremely” by his latest confine- 
ment in a Soviet prison camp. 

Ginzburg with four other dissi- 
dents, was- released Friday by the 
Soviet Union in exchange for two 
Soviets convicted of espionage in 
the United States. 

Solzhenitsyn and Ginzburg are 
close friends and leaders of the 
Soviet dissident movement. 

Mrs. Solzhenitsyn said the two 
men had not seen each other for 
five years and plan to devote 
themselves to the Russian Social 
Fund, which Solzhenitsyn created 
to help imprisoned Russian dissi- 
dents. 

Ginzbuig served as director of 
the fund in the Soviet Union 
before he was imprisoned in 1 977. 

The physicist, who has served 
three separate terms in Soviet 
prison camps, was again jailed last 
year after his conviction on 
charges of “anti-Soviet prop- 
aganda” for his work monitoring 
Soviet compliance with human 
rights provisions of the Helsinki 
Accords. 

Solzhenitsyn, who has spent a 
decade In Soviet prison camps, is 
the author ''.of the three-volume 
“Gulag Archipelago,” an indict- 
ment of the Soviet Union's prison 
camp system. Solzhenitsyn, who 
holds the Nobel Prize for litera- 
ture, was exiled from the Soviet 
Union in 1974.

Powell said any intelligence 
agency actions not requiring prior 
presidential clearance would be of 
such a nature that policy implica- 
tions or risks would nor be 
involved. Such actions would not 
relate directly to intelligence 
gathering. 

Powell said Carter would not 
rule out collecting information 
from U.S. citizens outside the 
United States because such a pro- 
hibition would be unwise. 

But a citizen's constitutional 
rights would be protected by 
requiring a court warrant to obtain 
information by “intrusive techni- 
ques” such as bugging, wiretap- 
ping or break-ins. 

Powell said he was unsure 
whether the president, under bis 
proposal, would be required to 
approve tapping the telephone of 
an American living abroad. 

Aother attempt at government 
reoganization by President Carter 
is running into criticism from con- 
gressional and other sources 
Tuesday as a senate committee 
opened hearings on American 
foreign aid programs. 

Sen. Charles Percy, R-Ul. rank- 
ing Republican on the Govern- 
mental Affairs Committee, said he 
would vote against the proposal in 
its present form. 

Carter’s plan would create an 
International Development 
Cooperation Agency embracing 
the Agency for International 
Development, Institute for Scien- 
tific and Technological Coopera- 
tion and Overseas Private Invest- 
ment Corporation.

The member of fo£ folk dance 
troupe was named as Galina 
Orionova, identified as a interpre- 
ter by the Foreign Office. 

She slipped away from the 
troupe when, it was passing 
through London Airport on its 
way home from Dublin.

Sunken ship may solve WWD puzzle 


Life in the snake cage 
wearies South African 
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JOHANNESBURG, May 2 
(AP) -— Exhausted, irritable but 
still determined to spend 40 days 
made a cage with two dozen 
deadly snakes, Peter Snyman 
spent Wednesday trying to sleep, 
very carefully. 

The 25 -year-old carpenter was 
in day 26 of his strange quest for 
the . strange woiid record and has 
just two weeks to go, unless one of 
the venomous snakes bites him. A 
bite from-any of the slitheiy crea- 
tures would probably curtail Sny- 
man as well as Ms record bid. 

Snyman is trying to surpass the 
world record of 36 days estab- 
lished by a fellow South- African, 
Trevor Kroger, in 1975. Both 
Kruger and Snyman made their 
attempts at the Hartebeespoort 


Snake Park just outside of Johan- 
nesburg. Kruger was killed in an 
automobile crash only weeks after 
setting his record. 

Snyman* s attempt to break the 
record has forced him to lead a 
slow- motion existence inside the 
glassed-in cage because the snakes 
react angrily to sudden move- 
ment He has a cot rest on and 
takes his meals inside the cage. He 
must do everything slowly to avoid 
disturbing the snakes which some- 
times hang over his body. 

He is allowed 30 minutes out- 
side the cage, every 24 hours. 

H» companions include puff 
adders, cobras, tree snakes and 
deadly black mambas, which can 
kill a human in 30 seconds with 
two drops of venom. 


TOKYO, May 2 (AP) — The 
recent discovery and partial 
recovery of a Japanese ship, the 
Awa Mam. torpedoed by the 
American submarine Queenfish 
on April 1, 1945 in the Taiwan 
Strait may solve one of the mys- 
teries of World War EL 

Was the 11,249-ton cargo- 
passenger ship, on a mercy mis- 
sion under agreement with allied 
powers, carrying contraband and a 
fabulous amount of treasure, 
including diamonds and gold 
bars? If it was loaded with con- 
traband, was foe skipper of foe 
Queenfish, Elliot Loughlin, jus- 
tified in intentionally defying 
orders in firing four torpedoes 
despite the agreement? 

Visibility was poor on April 1, 
1945, and Loughlin thought be 
had torpedoed a destroyer. 

The Awa Mam was identified 
by special markings — a white 
cross on both sides of its funnel 
and lighted crosses at night. It was 
en route back to Japan from 
Southeast Asia, where it unloaded 
2,000 tons of relief supplies in 
Singapore for allied war prisoners, 
and reportedly' several thousand 
tons of spare aircraft parts and 
ammunition. Then, according to 
Japanese reports, the ship picked 
up 10 tons of sugar in Java, 3,000 
tons of tin in Singapore and an 
unknown quantity of cigars. 

Also aboard the Awa Maru, on 
its voyage home through U.S. 
submarine-controlled waters, 
were more than 2,000 people, 
including 1,013 navy and 773 


army personnel, 46 Foreign Office 
officials and 148 members of 
NYK, foe shipping company 
which owned the ship, and three 
foreigners, believed to be Indians. 
Only one person survived, Kan- 
taro Shrmada, a steward who was 
picked up by the Queenfish. 

Peking’s official Xinhua news 
agency last week said Chinese sal- 
vage workers recovered remains 
and belongings from the Awa 
Maru which they found 10.8 naut- 
ical miles off Pingtan, Fukien Pro- 
vince, South China. 

The ship, broken into two parts, 
was discovered two years ago by a 
Chinese salvaging firm, 60 meters 
below foe surface. But, Xinhua 
said, for various reasons salvage 
work hadn't begun, although the 
wrecked ship posed an obstacle to 
Chinese fishermen. 

Both foe Japanese Foreign 
Ministry and Xinhua said this was 
announced by Chinese Vice 
Minister of Communications Peng 
Te-ching during a recent visit to 


Japan, and that the re main s and 
belongings from the Awa Maru 
would be returned to Japan. 

The newspaper Asahi said Min- 
oru Fukumitsu, an American of 
Japanese descent who worked as 
an interpreter at the International 
War Tribunals in Tokyo from 
1946 to 1948 and now is a 
businessman, engaged in foreign 
trade, said he had asked foe Chin- 
ese for permission in 1977 to sal- 
vage the Awa Maru. 

Fukumitsu, who wrote a book in 
1973 on foe incident, based on his 
findings, said he visited Peking on 
Sept. 29, 1977 and met Chairman 
Hua Guofeng and Vice Chairman 
Deng Xiaoping and presented 
them a copy of his book, but was 
unable to get a response to his 
request. He told Asahi he had 
written Peking every 29fo day of 
foe month since Sept. 29, 1977. 
asking for permission to salvage 
the Awa Maru. 

Reports said the treasures 
aboard the Awa Maru are worth 
more than $ 10 billion.

In the uproar following the peace treaty between Egypt 
and Israel, Europe has been conspicuous by silence. There 
were endorsements by some, notably Britain and Germany, 
and reservations expressed privately by France. But overall, 
Europe appears nervously content to buy its oil from the 
Arabs and oranges from the Israelis while ducking responsibil- 
ity for a situation it is, after all, responsible for creating. 

For quite awhile, many Arabs believed the United States 
was the only country that could convince Israel that with- 
drawal from the occupied territories and peace with its neigh- 
bors was vital to Israel's future. As it stands at the moment, 
Israel appears to have convinced the United States that Zion- 
ist strategies win elections and that peace in the region is 
contingent on Ersatz Israel. Israel will give up the Sinai in 
exchange for south Lebanon and a Pax Americana across the 
. Suez Canal. For those with short memories, it is well to point 
out that such myopic thinking directly contributed to the 
October War of 1973. 

While Mr. Carter came into office knowing little about 
the Middle East, he has least applied himself to trying to 
untangle the grip of Israeli thinking on American foreign 
policy. He has not been successful. There are several seasoned 
leaders in Europe, however, who know only too well the 
politics of the region. This alone is enough to make their 
dumbstruck attitudes difficult to fathom. 

Britain, which once held the mandate over Palestine, is in 
the throes of a national election. Yet where in the course of 
that campaign has there been mention by either Mr. Cal- 
laghan or Mrs. Thatcher of today’s Palestine question? What 
of Messers Schmidt and Giscard, Europe's reigning state- 
smen ? 

It is time Europe re-entered the Middle East political 
question as a moderator. The Americans have tried, and 
largely failed, which is all the more reason for Europe to join 
in and lend its authority to a redress of the current lop-sided 
balance in favor of Israel. 


Peace... in dollars

WASHINGTON — 

In trying to sell a special Middle East aid package to Congress, 
President Carter is struggling to explain why the $4.8 billion price tag 
is a bargain. 

Although little outright opposition has surfaced, members of 
Congress have bluntly warned Carter that American taxpayers are 
unhappy about footing the Egypt-Israel peace treaty b&l. 

Opinion polls show the public opposed to additional aid to those 
countries by a two-to-one margin. 

Apparently speaking for many collegues. Sen. Frank Church, 
D-Idaho, recently said:“I think all of us are receiving mail which 
raises a perfectly legitimate question: Why should we pay for the 
peace?" 

His statement is of more than passing interest because Church is 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee which must 
approve the aid. 

Appearing before Church's committee recently. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance and Defense Secretary Harold Brown said Middle 
East peace benefits far outweigh the costs. 

Brown called the treaty “the cornerstone of a comprehensive, 
long-term peace with resulting stability for the entire region.” 

Vance argued that the price of peace “is modest compared with 
the cost of further war." 

He said four Middle East wars in 30 years have cost the United 
States “several tens of billions of dollars in direct costs alone." The 
1973 Arab- Israeli war cost the United States more than $7 billion in 
additional aid to Israel. 

Carter has said both countries must be “confident of their sec- 
urity’’ to ensure “enduring peace." 

The special U.S. aid package includes: 

— For Israel, an $800 million grant to replace two air bases that 
will be taken over by Egypt and $2.2 billion in loans to purchase 
weapons and military supplies. 

— For Egypt, $300 million in loans to bolster that country's 
shaky economy, and Sli billion in loans to purchase weapons. 

Carter said the actual cost to the American taxpayer will be only 
$1.1 billion over four years because most of the aid is in loans. But 
this is on top of the regular U.S. foreign aid program of $1.8 billion a 
year for Israel and $1 billion for Egypt. 

The loans for weapons will carry interest rates of 9-10 percent, 
with repayment over 30 years. 

The S300 million economic aid loan to Egypt is virtually a grant 
because the interest rate will be only 2-3 percent over 30 years. 

There maybe a move in Congress to convert at least part of the 
loans to grants. 

Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin has said heavy repay- 
ments will be “very burdensome." Israel already pays the United 
States nearly $450 million a year on past loans, and the new loans 
would add another $200 million. 

Carter administration officials, however, have said Israel can 
readily make those payments. 

Begin has asked for half of the $3 billion aid to Israel in grants, 
and for interest rates on the remaining loans to be lowered to 1-2 
percent. 

Brown and Vance admit the United States now is deeply 
involved in the Middle East but stress that the country is not commit- 
ted to boosting its military presence there. 

The US. aid will help Israel modernize its armed forces and 
replace military bases now in the the Sinai. Under the treaty Israel 
will gradually turn over the Sinai to Egypt within three years. 

Through the $800 million grant, the United States mil pay most 
of the cost of moving two air bases from the Sinai to the Negev desert 
in Israel. The United States will build the new bases for IsraeL 

In addition to finan cial aid. Carter gave Israel security and ofl 
guarantees in connection with the peace treaty. Egypt was offered a 
security guarantee, but turned it down. 

The security guarantee pledged the United States to take 
“appropriate measures to promote full observance" of the peace 
treaty. 

“There is no hidden purpose or hidden meaning" in the guaran- 
tee, Vance said. “It cannot be construed as representing a mutual 
security pact with Israel, even though its existence provides Israel 
with significant psychological reassurance as it enters Into this new 
relationship with Egypt." 

The ofl guarantee commits the United States to supplying Israel 
with oil for up to IS years If its normal supplies are cut off. Israel 
would pay for the ofl. 

Although the aid to Egypt is mostly mflitaiy, both Brown and 
Vance emphasized the need to restore Egypt’s troubled economy. 

“The future of Egypt will not turn primarily on the strength of its 
armed forces" Brown said. 

The$lJ billion in arms sales loans will enable Egypt to purchase 
jets, air defense equipment and other military supplies. But even that 
huge infusion of American anns“‘is substan daily-mailer than what is 
required for full modernization of Egypt’s armed forces," Brown 
said. And he insisted the United States is not attempting to transform 
Egypt into a “regional policeman.’' — (CQ) 

Aerospace revival

LOS ANGELES - 

The southern California aerospace industry, which was dealt a 
near-fatal blow a decade ago when the nation's space program was 
severely curtailed, has bounced back and is using its technology to 
expand into other areas and create thousands of jobs. 

Instead of competing solely for aircraft and space contracts from 
the government, the companies are working in areas such as energy 
resources, environmental controls and mass transit. 

The Hughes Corp., which has five divisions, has 3,500 job 
openings, including engineers, computer scientists, m ac h i n ists, tech- 
nicians, programmers and secretaries. 

Northrop Corp. has 300 openings in its aircraft group, and 
Priscilla Florence, employment manager, said, “the job picture is 
pretty good." 

At Garrett Aixesearch manufacturing division, Jim Wade, 
employment administrator, said his company plans to hire about 
1,900 employees by January 1983. 

The aerospace of the late 1960s caused many in the field, espe- 
cially engineers, to change iprafesskms* and those who did not found 
themselves unemployed for long periods. But that crias, Wade said, 
has indirectly led to the current ressurgence of aerospace companies.

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Mideast peace : A Palestinian perspective

WASHINGTON — 

(EDITOR’S NOTE: The folio wing was delivered this week as a 
speech before a Washington conference on U.S. polio in the Middle 
East sponsored by the American Friends Service Committee. MUhem 
was elected mayor of the West Bank town of Halhool in March 1976 
after running on a Palestinian nationalist town. Halhool was placed 
under an oppressive 23-hoor-a-day curfew by Israeli nn&tary 
authorities at n* time of Egyptian -Israeli t re a ty signing.) 

More than half a century ago, the international community — 
through the League of Nations — determined that the Palestinian 
people were fit for self-government. Today we are offered “auton- 
omy" for one-third of our people in one-fifth of our country. 

We know of no convincing justification for this severe dimin- 
ishment of our national rights, except that it is dictated by the 
presently prevailing configuration of power. Equally, we know of no 
convincing reason why we should undermine our rights and authentic 
regional peace by accepting and therefore legitimizing this new injus- 
tice. We owe it to ourselves, to the people of our region, and to the 
cause of lasting peace to hold out and strive for an equitable peace 
which can be willingly embraced rather than oppressive settlement 
which must be grudgingly and temporarily endured. 

We, the Palestinian people, experienced greater sorrow and felt 
deeper deprivation, as a consequence of conflict and war, than did 
the other peoples of the Middle East. It should be readily believed, 
therefore, that our need for peace is not less than theirs, and that our 
yearning for peace is not less sincere, ft is precisely for this reason ‘ 
that we are alarmed and angered by the present mutation of our hope 
for a comprehensive regional peace into a partial bilateral settle- 
ment. 

During the past few yearn, the community of nations gradually 
developed a consensus regarding the nature of a just and lasting 
peac e in the Middle East. This conception was affirmed and reaf- 
firmed in numerous bilateral and multilateral statements, declara- 
tions, and 'resolutions by states as well as regional and international 
forums, governmental as well as non-governmental. 

This international consensus, from which only a handful of states 
have chosen to deviate, and which we the Palestinians find to be an 
acceptable basis for a just and lasting peace, includes the following 
two principal components. 

1 . Peace must be comprehensive if it is not to be continually in 
jdanger of collapse. This means that the settlement should resolve all 
the tributary issues to the conflict, and that it should satisfy all the 
parties involved. 

2. The basic underlying cause of the Middle East conflict is the 
Palestine problem, that is to say, the homelessness and statelessness 
of the Palestinian people A just and lasting peace, therefore, must 
include the realization of the Palestinian people’s right to self- 
determination including their right to political independence in a 
national state on their native soil. 

Any settlement which fails to satisfy these two principles will be, 
of necessity, partial and imposed, and it will produce a truce rather 
than a state of peace. 

The “Framework for Peace” in the Middle East agreed at Camp 
David and the consequent negotiations and agreements, including 
the treaty of peace between the Arab Republic of Egypt and the State 
of Israel professed a commitment to the proposition that a just, 
comprehensive and lasting peace in the Middle East is an “urgent 
necessity," but they failed to demonstrate fidelity to this commitment 
by seeking formulas which blatantly ignore and circumvent both of 
the basic and essential pro- requisites of such a peace. They seek, 
instead, to impose on our region a settlement which leaves more 
unsatisfied parties than it appeases, and more unresolved issues than 
those to which it addresses itself. 

We, the Palestinians, and all of the peoples of our region have a 
right to an authentic peace. Equally, we share the obligation and the 
responsibility to reject and resist attempts to foist upon us a tran- 


quilizing substitute. We believe that Israel sought and obtained at 
Camp David a formula which can only and of necessity lead to. the 
dosed road of unila teral settlement with Egypt. This is evident from 
the fact that while the accords conceded the mutual daims of IsraeL 
and Egypt (Israeli withdrawal from occupied Sinai and Egyptian 
recognition of Israel and the normalization of relations between 
them), they failed to maintain the symmetry by conceding even hi 
principle the claims of any of the other parties to the Arab- Israeli 
conflict. As far as the Palestinian dimension of the conflict is cot*- 
cemed, the agreement was deliberately designed to provoke Palesti- 
nian rejection: 

1. ft addresses" the inhabitants of the West Bank and the Gara 
Strip’ rather than the Palestinian people. We find this evasion of the 
problem unacceptable for two reasons. First, the inhabitants of the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip are a third of the Palestinian people. A 
minority cannot legitimately act on behalf of the whole. Second, it is 
the majority of people, ignored by the agreements, who suffered 
most. While the residents of the West Bank and Gaza live under 
occupation, they at least live in their homeland. The rest are the 
victims of forced exile. 

2. The Camp David agreements and foe consequent negotia- 
tions accept the premise that the peoples concerned are free to 
designate their spokesmen and representatives. The Palestinian peo- 
ple alone are denied this right. The Palestine liberation Organiza- 
tion is accepted by the Palestinian people and by the overwhelming 
majority of the nations of the world as the legitimate representative 
of the Palestinian people. The Camp David agreements require the 
Palestinians to seek a substitute leadership as a condition for any sort 
of participation. . 

3 . The agreements envision “ autonomy’' for the inhabitants of 
one-fifth of Palestine. In political terminology, autonomy is Jes> than 
independence, and an autonomous region is a part of a larger state. 
The agreements, therefore, rule out the possibility of independence. 
We see no reason why we should be interested In negotiating a ’ 
settlement which rules out in advance the option of independence for 
the Palestinian people. We have no interest in fegitun bring Israeli 
occupation by consenting to a thinly camouflaged verson of iL. 

4. Jerusalem, the city built by the Arab Jabosites before the 
Hebrews ever set foot on this land, is the bean of Palestinian history 
and heritage. It is also the geographic link between foe northern and 
southern halves of the West Bank. We are neither willing nor able to 
envision a future without it. 

5. - Any agreement which does not require, without equivoca- 
tion, an internationally supervised cessation to Israeli settlement in 
the West Bank and Gaza betrays lack of good faith - -and a' crsel 
disregard for the future of our people. It is the sine qua non of the 
confidence- building process which is alleged to be the princip al 
achievement and merit of the ongo ing di p lom ac y 

6. The agreements represent a regression from earlier interna- 
tional commitments to the Mestinian refugees. They make no men- 
tion of their internationally recognized right to choose repatriation or 
compensation. They simply promise that» their tragedy be discussed 
and that a solution be sought Before Camp David there were 
agreed-upon solutions needing implementation. Now, there is simply 
a problem which will someday be considered. 

The Palestinian people are not unaware of the complexity of foe 
issues. Therefore, they do understand and expect the need for leng- 
thy and difficult negotiations. They are even reconciled to the pros- 
pect of phased implementation of a peaceful settlement. They cer- 
tainly do not expect that the accumulated injustices would vanish 
-overnight, and they do not day-dream of easy end sudden freedom. 
But they are. equally aware of the sterility of negotiating a settle me nt 
which in advance rules out 'the essence of their national identity, ’ 
rights, and aspirations. 

The Palestinian people would be prepared to discuss how, when, 
under what conditions, and in exchange for what they are to achieve 
tn dependence in their homeland. But they are not prepared, and no 
one has tbe right to expect them to be prepared, to discuss foe 
modalities of denying them their national freedom.

Germany, which is a party to the 
convention, nevertheless enjoys 
an unenviable reputation as one of 
the main Elicit markets. 

Only 51 of the world’s nations 
are members of the convention. 
Belgium and Japan, neither of 
which are members, are the other 
main markets. The Netherlands 
was a big bnyer, too. until it passed 
tough new legislation. 

Indonesia is a major exporter of 
wildlife; 200 birds of paradise 
have been leaving its shores each 
week, many of them smuggled out 
through Papua New Guinea. 

Indonesia also exports turtles, 
as do Thailand, India, the Philip- 
pines and Mexico; the main mar- 
kets are Taiwan, Japan, Germany, 
Italy and Belgium. 

Crocodile skins are flown out 
from Singapore, Thailand, 
Indonesia, Bolivia and Paraguay 
to Italy, France and Germany. 

Ivory poaching is increasing in 
Zambia, Uganda and the Ivory 
Coast. The Central African 
Empire, which exported the equi- 
valent of 3,595 pairs of tusks in 
1 977, seems to be acting as a clear- 
ing house (Emperor Bokassa runs 
the ivory business). Japan and 
Hong Kong have been the leading 
importers. 

The convention is having some 
success in attracting offenders into 
membership and, into changing 
their ways. Indonesia has just 


joined and Japan has announced 
its intention to do so. 

The convention lists 612 species 
and groups of species which may 
not be traded at all and 262 which 
can be traded only under control. 

The parties can change these 
lists: indeed Britain scored a con- 
siderable success during the meet- 
ing by adding all types of whale. 
But wildlife traders often keep 
ahead of them, switching their 
attention to unlisted species which 
are then peedily brought into peril. 

Any member can refuse to 
accept restrictions on any species 
the convention names. For exam- 
ple, France allows in hides from 
some of the most endangered 
crocodiles in the interests of its 
reptile skin industry.

While the U.S. Judtice Depart-

DHAHRAN — In the decade since Marquez" 
‘ iternatkmaUy-acdaimed novel was published, the 
' Trird World has been “discovered,” or, as political 
' tien lists like to say, it has “emerged.” 

: In fact, like the inhabitants of the auZhof s mythi- 
al town of Macondo before the arrival of the 
unerican banana company, the Third World 
xisted for a long time before it was actually disco- 
vered. Moreover, it often did so at a level of sophis- 
' cation that sometimes confounded the best social 
leones. 

: Tt is after the establishment of huge banana plan- 
- itions, however, that Macondo makes its rather 
(decent lunge into the 20th century ..It is the vivid, 

. ratal and often amusing portrayal of this acceler- 
ted change that has made the book popular 
r.iroughout the Third World and necessitated its 
: -anslation into a dozen languages. 

For generations before bananas had labels, the 
-uendia family lived a brawling and, by Western 
anriwrds, brutal and primitive life. It was life 
tariff chiefly by a hand-to- mouth economy, con- 
nual civil warfare, a daily struggle against the 
juke’s encroachment and the occasional appari- 
Dn of of ghosts. In short, life was brief, full and 
itensely communal. “One Hundred Years...” is 
unity history in the most universal sense. Its 
mnnetes of love and lost, war and revolution and 
k perpetual reality of myths are the skein of 
umanity itself. 

By the mm of the century, however, with the* 
/rival m Macondo of the chubby, genial Mr. Her- 
man, American banana mogul, a new set of myths 
re dep osing the ancient ones. 

The modem industrial “magkf — telephones, 
uto mobiles, motion pictures, photographs and the 
great iron iguana” (train) — pots die town into a 
ance from which it never really awakes. As the 
irthor observes: 

“It was an intricate stew of truths and mirages 
tat convulsed all the family's ghosts.” 

Local theater patrons become indignant when a 
iaracter who las been killed off and buried m one 
i®, and for whom they have died copious and

The townspeople proceed to. smash tire movie- 
ouse furniture and it is only when an official proo 
unation is defining the cinema as a mere 
rodneerofiftaaons that the citizens end their xam- 


local bananas with a scapel and imported a cadre of 
agronomists, topographers, engineers, hydrologists 
and surveyors who judge the town ready to emerge. 

The villagers don’t have time to dwell on its 
implications, however, as the gringos (foreigners) 
transform Macondo overnight by building an 
encampment of wooden, zinc-roofed bouses “sur- 
rounded by a metal fence topped with a band of 
electrified chicken wire which, daring the cool 
summer mornings, would be black with roasted 
swallows.” 

The banana company changes weather patterns, 
speeds up the harvest cycle, diverts the river and, 
not incidentally, exploits the newly-hired banana 
pickers. 

“Look at the mess we’ve got ourselves into,” 
exclaims battle-scarred national hero. Colonel 
B uendia, “just because we invited a gringo to eat 
some bananas." 

Over the next decade, Macondo is alternately 
bullied, cajoled and dragged into the 20th century. 
The town's natural evolution is accelerated as one 
might change the speed of a newsreel. 

Far-flung sons and cousins of the huge B uendia 
famil y return home: “We came,” they say, 
“because everyone is coming.” 

Soon however, due to a popular uprising worthy 
of Macondo's most intractable ancestors, the 
banana company is forced to employ its own mod- 
em brand of magic. With cultivation suspended and 
fruit rotting on tbe trees, the company pays the local 
constabulary to assemble an the workers in the 
town square. With the same efficiency that enabled 
them to bring in the railroad and exterminate the 
voracious red ants, tbe company Tnariimeg ms 
3,000 dissident workers, loads tbe bodies onto fla»- 
cars, dumps them into the sea and creates a mon- 
soon tasting four years that erases all vestiges of the 
massacre and arrests Macondo’s natural growth 
forever. 

hi spite of the fact that the town calendars are 
changed to read, “Before or after the arrival of the 
banana company,” the gringos, with all their power 
and ingenuity, are forced to forsake Macondo for 
better banana groves and the town is left in ruin. 

The houses, built so hastily during the banana 
fever, are abandoned. 

Despite this ominous and necessarily sketchy out- 
line, "One Hundred Years of Solitude” is pro- 
foundly more than the clicked, tragic story of Third 
World exploitation. 

If any thing the book chronicles tbe exploitation 
and ultimate victory over all human activity of sol- 
itude itself. Tbe town is founded on an idea con- 
ceived in solitude by Jose Acadio Buendia. It dis-

Foreign exchange dealers said 
the dollar's continued strong per- 
formance against the Japanese 
yen was tending to trigger other 
dollar purchases. But no clear 
overall market trend was evident. 

Tokyo traders said the U.S. cur- 
rency’s dramatic rise in the past 
few days was due to pressure from 
abroad. The dollar has risen by 
about 28 per cent from its record 
low of 176.05 yen last Oct. 31. 
The American currency was trad- 
ing Wednesday at about the same 
level of 1 1 months ago. 

One Tokyo analyst said the dol- 
lar may have reached the ceiling.

Texaco begins U.K. rationing 


LONDON, May 2 (AP) — 
Texaco started rationing gasoline 
deliveries to its 2,150 British gar- 
ages by eight per cent from last 
year's levels Tuesday but 
appealed to motorists not to panic. 

The cutback, the company said, 
is a precaution to avert a real shor- 
tage due to the shrinkage in oil 
deliveries from Iran. Texaco con- 
trols about nine per cent of the 
British retail gamling market. 
Smaller suppliers already have 
had to limit supplies. 

Texaco also announced a 
further five per cent cutback — 
from 85 per cent to 80 percent of 
last year’s levels — in deliveries of 
gas, heating and diesel oil and jet 
fuel. Those products have been 
rationed since February. 

A Texaco spokesman said,“ It is 


not a happy situation for us. We 
anticipate that petrol supplies will 
be tough*, through the summer 
months and, when winter comes, it 
seems likely that the heating oil 
problem will return.” 

The loss of I ranian ofl hftS led to 
a net five per cent cut in Britain's 
crude oil supplies in a year when 
demand has risen by about six per 
cent. Fortunately for Britain, it 
now supplies three quarters of its 
oil needs from North Sea fields 
.and anticipates self-sufficiency by 
next year. 

Meanwhile the oil dro ugh t has 
already begun to affect some 
IBritish industries. 

The UK Chemicals Industries 
Association said some member 1 
companies had fuel oil supplies cut 


by as much as 50 per cent As a 
result a number of firms are hav- 
ing to curtail production, it said. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 
(Agencies) — The House of Rep- 
resentatives Commerce Commit- 
tee Tuesday rejected as unfair a 
plan to let President Jimmy Carter 
ration gasoline in an emergency. 

Many committee members 
opposed the plan because it would 
raean people who own more cars 
would receive more gasoline 
coupons. They saw this as favoring 
the weU-to-do. 

At a press conference Monday. 
Carter urged the House commit- 
tee to approve the plan which is 
pan of his energy conservation 
package. 

Last week, the Senate Energy 
Committee approved the ration- 
ing scheme by a narrow margin , 
after the White House modified it 
so more coupons could be given to 
rural states where driving dis- 
tances are greater. 

The votes by both committees 
indicated that the plan would have 
rough going in both the House and 


the Senate. 

Monday Energy Secretary 
James Scfale singer had appealed 
for passage of the standby author- 
ity, saying gas rationing would 
only be used in case .of a dire 
national emergency. 

In testimony before a Senate 
committee, Schlesinger called that 
prospect a “very, very low" prob- 
ability. 

The Carter plan for energy con- 
servation, ordered by Congress in 
1975, will die unless it is approved 
by both the House and Senate by 
May 12: 

NQpJMonday, the plan ran into 
another roadblock when the 
Senate Energy Committee tenta- 
tively rejected Cartel' s request for 
authority to order weekend clos- 
ing of service stations. 

That idea had drawn fire from 
congressmen from states heavily 
dependent on tourism, who said 
the restriction would deal a blow 
to their economies.

Black unions get bargaining rights 


S. Africa agrees to end labor apartheid 


CAPE TOWN, May 2 { AP) — 
South Africa's white minority 
government accepted Wednesday 
“in principle" far- ranging 
recommendations that would 
dismantle three decades of racial 
discrimination on the job. 

Minister of Labor Fame Botha 
announced the acceptance at a 
news conference here. The South 
African Parliament was almost 
sure to go along with the govern- 
ment decision, since the ruling 
National Party controls 135 of the 
legislative body's 165 seats. 

The recommendations were 
contained in a 60-page report 
made public and tabled Tuesday 
for immediate debate in the parli- 
ament by a 14-member commis- 
sion, headed by Prof. Nic 
Wiehahn, a white South African 

Indian princes 
get aid despite 
privy purse loss 

NEW DELHI, May 2 (R) — 
Seven years after losing their tax- 
free privy purses and other 
privileges, some of India' s former 
princely rulers are still getting 
state aid. 

Not all claimants are successful, 
but so far 70 former princes and 
dependents have received grants 
totalling 106 million rupees 1$ 
13.2 million). 

The grants, announced in Parli- 
ament Wednesday by Minister of 
State for Home Affairs Dhanik 
Lai Mandai, are to help them 
adjust to their “changed circums- 
tances.” 

Before they were stripped of 
their titles and privileges, some 
320 maharajas and other rulers 
were receiving tax-free incomes 
totalling 48 million rupees ($ 6 
million) a year. 

But former Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi had the constitu- 
tion amended to abolish the 
privileges princes were entitled to 
under the covenants by which they 
merged their states with India at 
independence in 1947.

Botha said the government 
approved the concept of free 
association, which would allow 
black unions to participate in col- 
lective bargaining for the first time 
in South Africa. 

His government, he said, also 
accepted the commission’s 
recommendation that job reserva- 
tion be abolished. The Job Reser- 
vation Act guarantees, under the 
law, certain skilled and semi- 
skilled jobs for whites only. 

Botha also said that the gov- 
ernment approved the recognition 
of the previously unrecognized 
black unions and made no bones 
about why. 

“It’s more difficult to contain 
the position of an unregistered 
trade union winch is free to move 
into politics,” he explained. 

“It’s a much more dangerous 
situation than when they are 
under the guidance of the gov- 
ernment and, at all times, in consu^ 
latfcrn with the government” 

Earlier Wednesday, Wiehahn 
had predicted that 4 * 90 percenf of 
his commission's proposals would 
be accepted by the government 

His commission found that 
South African laws here “not up 
to date” with practices followed 
by subsidiaries of foreign corpora- 
tions, as well as some South Afri- 
can companies that adhered to 
employment codes, he said. 

“Practice outdeveloped law” 
Wiehahn said, making it necessary 


to revamp legislation in order to 
“normalize relations with differ- 
ent population groups." 

He said allowing blades to par- 
ticipate in trade unions, and even- 
tually eliminating the reservation 
of skilled jobs for whites will make 
the biggest dent in laws currently 

regulating the labor force, esti- 
mated at between five millio n and 
six million, with 70 per cent of 
them blade. 

The 14-member commission in 
its two year study, took into 
account the various codes used by 
local and foreign firms, including 
about 100 American companies 
operating in South Africa, that are 
aimed at eliminating discrimina- 
tion against non-white workers, 
Wiehahn said. 

The commission report, 
released Tuesday, recommended 
the repeal of legislation enforcing 
separate facilities for black and 
white employees in stores, offices 
and factories and also urged equal 
pay for equal work and integration 
of now all-white unions. 

But, tiie commission left it to 
the employer to dedde on integra- 
tion facilities and the unions to 
determine their membership, tak- 
ing the government away from the 
enforcement of discriminatory 
laws without putting it in a posi- 
tion of forcing integration. 

“To move the system from a 
discriminatory one to a non- 
discriminatory one - you can't do 
these things overnight," Wiehahn 
cautioned. 


Palestinian student shot 
during protest in Israel 


TEL AVIV, May 2 (R) — A 
Palestinian student was wounded 
by gunfire Wednesday during a 
pro- Palestinian demonstration at 
Beir Zeit, 13 miles north of 
Jerusalem, army sources said. 

It was the only violent incident 
so far reported during Israels 3 1st 
Independence Day celebrations 
Wednesday. 


The sources said Rayid Nahle, 
an 1 8-year-old tudent at Beir Zeit 
College, was shot when a group of 
about 1 00 students carrying Pales- 
tinian flags marched towards a 
mosque. 

Barricades were thrown across 
a main road and cars were stoned 
and forced to halt, the sources 
said. A curfew was later imposed 
on the area around the college. 


Noting that the dosed shop, 
whereby employees must pay 
union dues, is a “well established 
practice in our system as it is in the 
rest of the world." Wiehahn said 
the concept would be kept under 
close scrutiny and stopped if found 
to be violating interests of indi- 
viduals or a particular group. 

Wiehahn predicted that open- 
ing apprenticeships to blacks for 
the first time would make an 
impact in the “medium to long 
run," because of the current back- 
log and education handica ps of 
most blacks. 

The South African labor force 
would begin to take a different 
shape in 10 years time, he said, 
with it eventually moving in “the 
direction of the democratization 
of the system giving full play to the 
forces of labor democracy in the 
system.” 

Botha said Wednesday the gov- 
ernment would announce in a 
white paper next Tuesday, how 
fast it is prepared to go in imple- 
menting the Wiehahn proposals. 

The opposition spokesman in 
parliament on labor, Alex 
Boraine, welcomed the report as a 
dramatic shift from the govern- 
ment policy of racial segregation. 

He cautioned, however, that 
allowing trade unions to prescribe 
their own membership require- 
ments could lead to the formation 
of three muons — black, white and 
mixed — all competing against 
each other in the same industry. 

“This could offset many posi- 
tive features of the report,” 
Boraine said. 

Attie Nieuwoodt, one commis- 
sion member, and president of the 
200,000-member Sooth African 
Federation of Labor, rejected 
almost all of the key recommenda- 
tions. His action indicated that 
many white unions might be hos- 
tile to black participation in a 
unitary labor system. 

Nieuwoudt was in favor of 
maintaining statutory work reser- 
vation for whites proposed that 
black workers be prohibited from 
joining any trade union in South 
Africa.

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP) 
— The Pentagon moved Wednes- 
day to sell Turkey S 1 1 1 million in 
spare parts, ammunition and other 
help to maintain its U-S.-built 
Phantom jet fighter planes. 

The Defense Department 
notified Congress of the proposed 
sale, stressing that the action 
“provides concrete evidence of 
U.S. support for NATO and for 
Turkey” 

Turkey owns 65 F-4E fighter 
planes and eight RF-4C reconnais- 
ance models. These are among the 
most modern weapons in a Turk- 
ish arsenal which defense analysis 
say has deteriorated seriouslv as a 
result ofthe 1975-1978 U.S.'arms 
embargo against the Turks for 
using American- furnished arms in 
the 1974 invasion of Cyprus. 

Gen. David Jones, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, told the 
Senate Foreign Relations Corn- 


mi nee Monday that U.S. military 
leaders are ‘•concerned over the 
current sruation in Turkey and 
the implications of that situation 
for regional stability and the sec- 
urity of NATO's southern flank.” 

Jones supported the administra- 
tion's request for S 50 million in 
outright military grant aid for 
Turkey in the 1980 fiscal rear 
starting in October. 

He did not mention a main 
source of U.S. concern — several 
intc ligence monitoring stations 
from which the United States 
observes and checks on certain 
Soviet missile tests and other 
military developments inside the 
Soviet Union. With the closing of 
U-S. monitoring stations in neigh- 
boring Iran, the Turkish stations 
have taken on additional impor- 
tance in any verification of a 
SALT agreement with the Soviet 
Union.
